Old Business:

John Gustafson reported on the ongoing issue of in building coverage. Current State Statute
requires all new buildings to provide for coverage for Public Safety Radio systems in new
construction. This has always been an issue for the Fire Service but now is increasingly
becoming one for Law Enforcement. Clearly providing for this type of coverage has technical
ramifications and will require close coordination between building owners, building officials
and Public Safety Radio licensees. At this time the SIEC will continue to gather data, and reply
to any technical requests brought forward by the State or local Fire Marshals, Building
Officials or Public Safety Chiefs

New Business:

e Subsequent to a series of exercises Clayton Northgraves, John Gustafson and Scott
Wright met with Chief Dooley of Southern CT State University to discuss several
interoperability issues. Development of a plan is ongoing.

e Marc Mikulski reported on the progress of the Blue Plan for Region 2; back up lists being
developed will assist in establishing a mutual aid communications plan.

e John Gustafson reported on an effort by the State University System to implement the
Mutual Link system, which will allow the State University Police departments to share
real time video and other data directly with the State and Local PD dispatch center in the
communities in which they reside.

Correspondence:

Correspondence received suggesting changes to the communications configuration and dispatch
procedure for the State Foam Trailers. The suggested change to dispatch procedures does not
fall under the purview of the SIEC, however the suggested communication technology changes
does.

The Dispatch issues will be forwarded to the agencies responsible, and the SIEC Technical
Committee, will review the technology suggestions and report back. (email attached)
